THE LATEST FRROM WASHINGTON.

Wasmwaror, D. C., September 13, 1867.

There never was a time when the National
Capital was more full of ramors or the hotels
more full of rummers than at present. Every
day there is gome new excitement or Presiden-
tial candidate turning up, and some old one
turning down. Newspaper men are in a fer-
ment and the readers in a state of fermenta-
tion, all of which throws the public into the
height of expectation and lets them come
down again, only to be canght out on the first
bounoe.

# The fact is, there is a flerce pelitical storm
 brewing, the brewer is Andy Johnson, and
the White House is the mash-tub. The straws
(in the mouths) of

JOHNSON, FLORENCE, AND BLACK
show plainly which way the wind blows.
While the President is thus under the influ-
ence of “Tom'’ and ‘“Jerry,”” there must be a
row with Congress.

On one side is a President firm in his pur-
poses, but very shaky in his actions. Oan the
other side is a Congress shaky in ils purposes,
but firm in its actions, as far as they go. Con-
greas is trying to throw cold water on the
President, who never deals in the artiole, if he
oan help it, and the President is trying to infuse
hig spirit into the Cabinet to naullify tha Con-
grees water; thus we have a pretty kettls of
fish—and they most all “‘suckers.”” If these
two contending powers are in earnest, thers
are, indeed, dark days ahead, in which the
Capitol will have to be lighted at4 o'clock in
the afternoon, instead of 7, as at present; frosh
a8 well as salted and piokled trials and tribo-
lations are in store for the nation, and there
is abundant cause for the gloomy forebodings
whigh, the conservatives say, are in the bonded
warshouses of the radicgls.

In the confusion and excitement of the hour,
it is o easy matter to get into the nests where
these plots and connteérplotz are said to be
hatching, and indeed when any of the nests
are found, there are so many
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In them that you aismiss. the idea of their
ever ocoming to auything, It has, however,
long nince passed into & proverb that “what.
ever is fowl will brood.”" Bo we may expeot
A ingrease of even the most foul slements in
this national ineubator. Much of what is mys-
teriously otroulated s of the wildest imagin-
fogs, although some of them, a3 the Conuter-
foit Dotectors say, “‘are well done and omlon-
Iated to deceive.” Thus they shove the queer
in all departments of trafiic, whether in *'pro.
mises to pay,’’ or in promises that don't pay,
or at least don't “pay those who troat to them.
After carefully striving to get at the truth,
so far as the ocontroversy between Congress
and thoe Pregident is concernod, ! have arpived
a4 the conclusion that both Congress and the

Presi@ont, In the lapguage of the ring, “‘mekn
mischiel.” T haye talked with the buckers of
the President abont the ooming mateh, and
they say their man And money Aare rendy.
They eem confldent that their pet will be on
his pins at the call of time, and will be found
to be an ugly enstomer. He will strike ont
with his right, follow up with his left, bear
down his advemsary, and erowd him to the
roped. On consulting with the trainers and
backers of Cougress, I find them equally san-
gunine. They speak of the weight of their
champion, the size of his mauleys, never
kuown to come ap groggy in any enconnter,
but always smiling, aud will make an effort to
get his man

IN CTHAXCERY

on the lirst ronnd. Bo you see, the way the
thing stands wnow, we may expect a pretty
fight, and some nice ponishment all rounnd.
The President has gone into training already,
and Congress will soon follow. The first for-
feit, I nnderstand, has been put up.

In the fight to come for the champlonship,
the rales of the P. R, will be in a measure set
agide. The parties claim the right to strike
below the belt, or any place they please.
There will be no referee, comsequently the
fight will be kept up irrespective of foul blows
or back throws, until the defeated adversary
ig unable to come to the scratoh at the call of
time; not till then will the sponge be thrown
up by the official spongers.

The challenge lately issned by the President,
under the name of an Amnesty Proclamation,
is regarded by the trainerz of Congress as a
decided invitation to try the prowess of their
¢hickeén in the ring, and they mean to do it.

Taking it for granted that the radical leaders
are in earnest, and that their loud threats are
not mere boastinge, it becomes a matter of
interest to know how the President will act in
the event of his attempted impeachment, I
am reliably informed that he will walk into
the Honse while in session, put ou! the lights,
them put ont the livers on the Government
which, with his Cabinet in fighting trim, led
by Grant in person, he is perfectly capable of
doing. He will next walk over to the Benate
chamber, tearing down in his way hall a
dozen of those monster national transparen-
cies in the rotunda called historical paintings,
when, flushed with victory, the Senators will
immediately fraternize with him and his con-
quering attendants.

Each one of the Cabinet will then draw his

Senate will immediately re-treat, and then the
